and curious minerals, ;md fos?i]s. found in the 
various districts, and of preparing the way for 
a geological survey of the Slate. 


JJennsylvaniahas been acknowledged by tlie 


best informed travellers, and others, to be one 
of the most favored spoU> upon the globe in 
point of'mineral wealth : butsl range as itmay 
apjicar, it is no less true, that the principal 
part of the information upon which this opin- 
ion is founded, is derived from fortuitous oc- 
currences. .Nearly all we know of our im- 
mense resources in iron, anthracite, bitumi- 
nous coal, salt, Jirne. copper, lead. &c. has been 
obtained, comparatively speaking, without a- 
ny exertion on our behalf 
Of what other 


treasures are hidden in the bowels of the 
earth, or what precious minerals our farmers 
arc daily stumbling over in ignorance upon 
its surface, we know about as much as wo do 
of what is happening in the moon. In the 
mean time the tide of migration is yearly rol- 
ling over the thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of valuable lands un- 
settled in Pennsylvania, to flow upon and fer- 
tilize. countries much less favorable than ours 
in these respects. A Geological survey would 
expose these immense resources to broad day 
ligld, and would have a tendency, more than 
any oilier circumstance, to arrest this unnat- 
ural current of migration, and thus not only 
enrich our farmers, and other landholders, but 
replenish the public coilers and enable the 
Legislature to proceed vigorously in the 
grand system of Internal Improvement in 
which the state has engaged. 
It might be 


added that by directing the public mind to 
objects of great slate interest, it would prob- 
ably be weaned from the present trifling ca- 
bals that are creating too much agitation and 
confusion. Knowingthatthere areabundance 
of materials within the Commonwealth for 
this, or any other great undertaking, it is 
respectfully suggested, that the names of in- 
dividuals iu each county, wjio are willing- 
strenuously to embark in it be collected, and 
that measures be immediately taken fo call a 
public meeting at some central point, to draft 
a constitution and elect officers for a Geolo- 
gical Society of Pennsylvania.

of the determination of the French Go- 
vernment to discourage any attempt of 
the Belgian Leaders, to resist the mild 
constitutional course which the King 
of the Netherlands has adopted. 


A late London paper observes :— 


'•Prince Talleyrand is determined to 
sustain the hospitalities of his mission 
with becoming splendor. 
He has al- 


ready stored his cellars with a number 
of cases of Champaign and Burgundy, 
and a wagon load of hogsheads of Bor- 
deaux, all oi'the first quality. This sil- 
ver-haired old \eteran is, we believe, in 
his 73d year. 
He seems feeble in his 


person, but a friend who knew him well 
when he was in England upwards of 
thirty years ago, assures us that his eve 
is as bright and penetrating as ever.'' 


FROM SPAIN. 


The brig Plato arrived at Boston, 


from St. Sebastian, whence she sailed 
on the 15th October. 
The publication 


of newspapers at St. Sebastian bad been 
suppressed by government. Spain was 
in a great ferment—the men of charac- 
ter and influence were daily leaving 
Spain for the frontiers of France, and 
several arrests of influential individuals 
had taken place at Madrid.

12,000 men had already assembled, rea- 
dy to take advantage of the first favor- 
able moment to m a t c h into Spain.

the objections in otlior quarters to its being 
independent, are not. we believe, such as to 
cau^e any serious obstacle to the settlement 
of the question.—London Courier, Oct. J illi. 


The Jjel^ic pro\inces are now busied in 


preparing u Constitution tor themselves — 
The proposal from the Prince of Orange, in a 
Proclamation from Antwerp, lias come too 
late. The Belgians pay riu regard to the 
promises of a House, who first tried to rule 
them as a province conquered by the sword, 
and who, when tlie attempt has, been thrown 
back, with disgrace on the head that origina- 
ted it, would now make offers of reconcilia- 
tions and concessions, which they cannot 
withhold. The Prince calls on the Belgians 
to accept a separate Constitution, wilirhnn- 
self at their head : they will form a constitu- 
tion for themselves, but the House of Nassau 
"shall have nothing to do with its formation.— 
The Provisional Government are taking the 
necessary measures for settling their own af- 
fairs. They will have an independent gov- 
ernment, whether monarchical or republican, 
is not yet known ; most probably republican. 


The 3fc.s-.v(/»-er des Ckambrct, says there is 


great agitation in Holland. They accuse 
the King of having, by his obstinacy^ brought 
ma tters to the present crisis. The merchants 
of Amsterdam wiio had offered pecuniary 
succors to tlie King before matters were 
brought to the crisis in which they now arc. 
have closed their purses, excusing themselves 
upon the ground that, by tlie depreciation of 
the public funds, they have experienced great 
losses. A letter from the Hague s-nysT the 
King is in a state of anxiety difficult to de- 
scribe.

'This 
is equally employed against tlie Liberals and 
the Apos'tolics. Our Gazette ot'Saturday con- 
tains tlie most bloody and savage decree, by 
which his Majesty declares .subjected to the 
penalty of death, any of bis subjects implica- 
tedjn plans directed to the establishment of a 
different form ofirovernment,or to the facilita- 
ting to the emigrants the means of accomplish- 
ing a.similar object, or giving them advice, or 
any sort of communication contrary to the 
views of his Majesty's Government. 


This sanguinary decree has produced a ve- 


ry diilerent effect to the one intended by the 
Government; it has been received with scorn 
and indignation, and works powerfully in the 
public mind towards the desire of a chunifc.

to lead lo violent results than the occa- 
sional effervescences of parly spirit in 
our own country. 
The probability of 


an interference in the case of Belgium 
is very much diminished. 
As one step 


towards the settlement of the controver-

TRIPOLI. 


The Chamber of Commerce at Mar- 


seilles, has published the following ex- 
tract of a letter from the .Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, daled Sepl. 20 : "The 
Pacha of Tripoli, wilhout any compul- 
sive means on our part, signed on ihe 
l l t h ult a treaty, by which, expressly 
disavowing the calumnies of which the 
French Consul had been the object, he 
engaged lo write a letter of apology to 
the King relative to the circumstances 
which led to ihe departure of that u 
gent, and to pay 800,000 IV. as a reim- 
bursement of ihe just claims of the 
French on ihe Regency of Tripoli.— 
The Pacha, by oilier articles of the 
treaty, formally renounces, for himself 
and his .successors, the right of fining 
out privuteers against Christian Pow- 
ers, which, when at war with the Re- 
gency, are likewise to abstain from ex- 
ercising this right against the trading 
vessels of Tripoli. 
He abolishes in his 


Stale the slavery of Christians, the tri- 
bute paid by European Governments, 
and the monopoly of trade. 
He enga- 


ges to give lo foreign vessels, driven on 
the Tripolilan shore, the necessary aid, 
to pay the value of the effects which 
may be plundered, and pay a fine for 
murders committed on ihe crews be- 
longing to -such vessels. 
The Bey of 


Tunis, by a treaty signed August 8, has 
contracted .similar engagements."
